Grate tw o potatoes of ordinary size in­ 
to a bowl containing one pint of clean 
cold water. Strain carefully through a 
sieve, allowing the liquid to fall Into 
another vessel containing an additional 
pint of cold water. Let It settle and 
then pour off the ^ ater and bottle it 
for use. It may be put into a clean 
fruit jar. Rub the soiled garment soft­ 
ly w ith a sponge dipped in the potato 
water, after which wash it in clean 
water. Dry carefully in the shade and 
then iron it. Use the sedim ent left aft­ 
er pouring off the water for cleaning 
heavy clothes, rugs and carpets.

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CONCERNING TAXES. 
Taxes are a relative as well as a necessary evil. Taxes are collected, 
not as a penalty or as a contribution to useless purposes, but to buy for 
the taxpayers certain things which they need. Therefore taxes are high 
or low according to whether the taxpayers get value received for their 
money. Taxes are judicious if in return for them 
the 
taxpayers 
get 


things that they actually need for what they are reasonably worth. 
And so, in comparing the tax rates of different communities it is es­ 
sential to fair conclusions that not only the tax rates, but the things which 
the respective taxpayers get in return for the money be 
taken 
into 


consideration 
Recently comparison was drawn between the tax rate of La Crosse 
and the tax rates of other cities in W isconsin, in order that the suggestion 
that our tax rate is excessive might be forced. Now there was not a city 
to which reference was made that gets as much for its money or has so 
many unavoidable obligations as has La Crosse. 
La Crosse has a full paid fire department. But three or four cities in 


the state are under this necessary expense, and it is one of the 
obliga­ 
tions of large population that this expense be m et; it 
is 
not 
all 
lost 
money, as it comes back to the people in a measure in the shape of re­ 
duced insurance rates. Call this item $ 10,000, which is a modest estimate. 
Then, La Crosse pays about $10,000 a year for school books and^chool 
supplies. This money is not wasted, because it is economy to 
have 
our 
children properly schooled, and many of the poorer people would find buy­ 
ing books a heavy burden It is not money lost, for the same number of 
books would have to be purchased by the people, and they would cost much 
more were they to be sold by small dealers than they do when the 
city 
buys them in large quantities at a low figures. This item, while it raises 
the tax rate, is therefore an actual saving to the people of La Crosse. 
Certain zealous advocates of tax reduction have secured control of the 
city printing at the exorbitant price of 60 cents per folio, thus causing the 
city to pay taxes to the extent of about $1,000 a year more than they 
should pay. 
A Lighting Monopoly is selling the city light for about $17,000 a year 
that should cost at the most $ i2,odo or $13,000 a year. This $4,000 ex­ 


orbitantly charged adds to the tax rate. 
Because the country members of the county board are able #to rule the 
roost, the city this year is paying into the county tax fund about 
$13,- 


000 more than it should pay. W e turn over 65 per cent to 
the 
county, 
when we should pay about 50 per cent. This adds to the tax rate. W e have 
to pay this year 65 per cent of $3,000 for the French Island bridge, the $2,- 


500 for the McGilvray bridge and the $2,300 for the abattoire road. 
W e 
have to pay an average of about $2,500 a year for the La Crescent road and 
to make up the deficit necessary to add to the bridge tolls in order to meet 


the expense of operating the bridge and the interest on the bridge bonds. 
Yet no one will say that this is not a necessary expense and one that other 
cities mentioned do not meet. 
These items alone cost us about $*6,coo a year in excess of what the 


cities enumerated have to meet, and result in an increase of about 2.6 
mills in the tax rate 
The only fair deduction is that La Crosse enjoys 
a very low tax rate—as low as the most able financeering can give to a 


progressive city that has been so administered as to nearly double in com ­ 
mercial and industrial importance in the last six years. 
W hy, last year’s 
rate, with these deductions, would have been only 15.4 mills. 


P E R P E T U A L PARTY CANDIDACY
